SAN ERANCISCO - Veteran China 
Watcher Orville Schell addressed a _ record 
Harvard Club luncheon crowd at the Mark 
Hopkins Hotelthis weekto givehis appraisal 
of the events on Tian "anmen Square. 

Although he wasnotin Beijing on the day 
ofthe massacre, Schell, who holds degrees in 
Chinese Studies from Harvard, Stanford and 
UC Berkeley and has authored books on 
China, had been milling among the million 
demonstrators until justafewdaysbefore the 
catastrophe. 


Several aspects of the currentapheayalare 


unprecedented in Chinese history，Schell 
Says. One is that:this appears to.be a com- 
pletely spontaneous, indigenous movement 
for democracy 一 iihasnotbeen fostered by 
theCIA,theKGB orany otherextermalpoliti- 
cal interest Yeb according to Schell， the 
conceptof rights”such asequality and free- 
dom of speech has never been an element of 
Chinese politics. Even under communism， 
suchlibertieshavebeentheprerogativeof the 
Communist Party to bestow oOT withdraw at 
will. 

The students” tactic of staging a hunger 
strike is also_ unknown in Chinese history， 
although the students were clearly prepared 
for its effecL“I thought they were being 
overly dramatic when they wrote their wills 
and left them in their dorm Tooms before 
going outintothe square,”Schell said.，Iwas 
WIOng.”

BecauseS.3$8has alreadybeenpassedbythe 
Senate, the battle over the direction of this 
nation's immigration policy will now be 
focused in the House of Representatives. 

Under the amended version of .358， 
family preference immigration from Asian 
andLatinAmerican countries will still be cut 
by 5$0 percent. The original version of the bill 
would have totally eliminated family prefer: 
ence immigration within ten years. It i$ en- 
tirely possiblethatthe racistprovisions ofthe 
Original Kennedy-Simpson Bill could be re- 
instituted in the House,thuseliminating even 
the 90 percent level of immigration allowed 
under the amended bill. However, it 1s also 
possiblethatajustandequitable immigration 
policy can beestablished through the House， 

Whether America returns to a policy of 
excluding Asian, Latin American and other 
“unassimilable and undesirable”persons OFT 
affirms its commitment to family reunifica- 
tion depends in large measure upon whether 
weinthe Asian and Latin American commu- 
njtiescanmakeourvoicesheardintheSenate 
and House of Representatives.

Redress Regulations Published 


WASHINGTON, DC - Final regulations implementing the financial compensation 
section of the Civil Liberties Act of 1988 were published Aug. 18 in the Federal Reg- 
ister. They were Signedlast week by Attorney General Dick Thornburgh on the firstan- 
niversary of Public Law 100-383. 

Jm response to comments received bythe Justice Department on their proposed regu- 
lations, the Office of Redress Administration (ORA) made certain Tevisions. Most 
notably, the documentation requirements to verify eligibility were Significantly re- 
duced. ORA will send a letter to eligible persons enclosing a Short Declaration of 
Eligibility asking for name, address, phone numbers, social security number, date of 
birth, and nameused when evacuated or interned. The declaration must be signed an 
ieturned with documentation verifying current legal name and address (e.g., a bank 
statement ornutility bill),birth date and name change. It will notbe necessary to Send in 


|] anyoriginal documents. 


The categories of clearly eligible individuals remain substantially unchanged, but a 
-number of examples have been included to clarify the language of the regulations. In 
addition,the ORA will consider on a case-by-case basis all individual circumstances 
.Which fall outside of these categories.

Busy Summertime Reading 


One of our Society”s more innocuous 
myths about Summer ls that you finally have 
tme to read all those books you:ve squir- 
relled away. In the warm summer breezes, Or 
SO goes the myth, you can Slump in your 
hammock with those volumes that have been 
gathering dust since you acquired them 
months ag0. 

But busy schedules don't discriminate 
among SeasonSs， The theory is that since 
commercial television takes a long summer 
break, you should be able to substitute the 
time Spent mindlessly staring at the tube for 
time exercising the gray matter by delving 
into 3a book. 

As skeptical as Iam about this myth, I 
confess to being seduced by lt. Long ago, I 
bought Neil Sheehan's touted history of the 
American Involvement in Vietnam,A4 Creat 
Hznazn8ZLie: JopnPax Yann aad Aierica 态 
Vietna1. No lightweight reading, this vol- 
ume. The text is almost 800 pages long with 
Scads of foomotes and a hefty bibliography.

Takakihas written the first generally avail- 
able overview history of the Asian American 
experience. He brings a Scholar s eye -- he'Ss 
an ethnic studies professor at the Unliversity 
of California at Berkeley -- and a well-honed 
Asian American Sensibility to his 9570-page 
(including 63 pages of notes and 16 pages of 
photos) work. 

Interspersing the“big picture”trends of 
historical fow with “small picture ”portralts 
and views of individuals (gleaned from 
newSpaperaccounts, diaries, Jjournals, letters 
and intervjewSs), Sirangers tells the story of 
the“old” and “new”waves of Asian immi- 
gration to the US, first separately according 
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toeachnational group, then linking common 
elements.

Asians“were brought here to serve as an 
“internal colony”-- nonwhites allowed to 
enter as “cheap”migratory laborers and 
Imembers-Of a racially Subordinated group， 
not future citizens Of American Society,” 
Takaki writes. 

Oneofthe author Srecurrentthemes is that 
America was considered a white-only coun- 
try (many Americans Stll think it is1).“VWhat 
enabled capitalists like (railroad baron Char- 
les) Crocker to degrade the Chinese into 3 
Subservient caste of laborers was aparticular 
ideology，Takaki says. “Historically, whites 
generally perceived America as a racially 
homogeneous Society and Americans 3S 
White One of the authors motivations in 
writing this volume ils to demonstrate that 
Americans can also be yellow. 

Takaki proceeds to detail the separate his- 
tories of various Asian national groups that 
came to the US, information that is at least 
generallyknownto Asian Americans who've 
studied their own history. But the particular 
usefulness in Strangery is how it provides 3 
connective overview whileatthesametimeit 
discusses key differences in the immigration 
experience of each group. 

The Chinese and Filipinos, for instance， 
hadsomethingincommon: Theirimmigrants 
Were mosty men，So a“bachelor Society” 
evolved out of their early American experi- 
ences. The Japanese and 下 orean experience， 
however includedamorebalanced composi- 
ton of men and women. 

Atthe outseb the first Asian Immigrants to 
come to the US in large numbers -- the Chi- 
nese -- Were greeted with Some warmth. But 
the American reception got cold very 
duickly. 

White raclism kicked into gear in various 
forms，Ssometmes as discriminatory laws， 
Such as the Foreign Miners Tax,， which was 
aimed at Chinese miners in California. And 
whocanforgetthelegacyofthe 1882Chinese 
Exclusion Act whichbarredthe immigration 
of Chinese laborers2 That act was the culmil- 
nation of the highly vocal and racist white 
labor movement out of San Franclisco and 
other parts of California. 

AJapanese newcomer to San Francisco in 
19095 recalledthe greeting hereceived. “TIwas 
baptized with horse dung.…This was my first 
impression of America… Other Asian Immi- 
grants got far worse treatment, including, of 
course,the massacre ofChinese in California 
and other Western States， 

Japanese and Filipino immigrants were 
adversely affected by the 1924 National Ori- 
gins Actb a federal immigration Statute that 
had the effect of favoring immigrants from 
Europe， 

World War II was the watershed event for 
American perceptions and relations with the 
various Asian nations and their peoples. 


Because, in this instance, Japan was thebad 
guy,JapaneseAmericans Suffered.Asisnow 
fairly well known in American history, more 
than 100,000 ethnic Japanesein the US,two- 
thirds of whom were US citizens，were ， 
locked up in internment camps simply be- 
Cause of their racial-ethnic background. The 
internment was a function of both white-

SAN FRANCISCO 一 mm an outer-Mission district 
studio a day before the arrival of leading dissidents from 
the Chinese pro-democracy movement sculptor Thomas 
Marsh andstudents from the Academy of Art College put 
the finishing touches on a replica of the Tian anmen 
Square Goddess of Democracy statue. 

More than 1,000 people who attended the Aug.8 fun- 
draising dinner for the Paris-based Front for Democratic 
China ( 玉 / 妈 8/17) got a close look at the symbol of 
freedom as designed by Beijing student protesters. (The 
Statue was Unveiled for the first ttme at a free public 
concertatSan Franciscos Justin HermanPlazaonJuly 1.) 

Although it was the dissidents and their words that 
captured the headlines, the subtle, yet dominating, pres- 
ence of the sculpture set the tone for the evening. 

Carefully mixing gypsum and cement，sSmoothing 
curves and making indentations，Academy instructor 
Marsh and two _ Academy students from Hong Kong 
worked out of an 18 feet by10 feet studio in a warehouse 
next to a Streetcar terminal. 

“Thedesign ...makesreferences both to the Statueof 
Liberty and the BuddhistGoddess of Peace, Quan Yin， 
Said Marsh.“Whatis significantaboutoureffortis weare 
making an accurate Teplica of the original Goddess of 
Democracy rather than ahastily bullt construction, as has 
been done in Los Angeles and Virginia,” 

The project was being carried out by 3a coalition of 
three Organlzations: the Academy of Art College Chinese 
Students;the Chinese DemocraticEducation Foundation; 
and the Stanford University Chinese Students Associa- 
tion， As 3a 得 什 to the city, the project committee plans to 
offer to the city a 1/3-scale bronze re-creation of the 
Original 30-feet tall Tian anmen Square sculpture，The 
Prolect has received approval by San Francisco Mayor 
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Art Agnos and the SF Board of Supervisors. 

Itnow awaits a decision from the city'SRecreation and 
Park Commission and Arts Comimission. Although origi- 
najlly Scheduled to be heard before the Recreation and Park 
Commission this month, the statue request has been post- 
poned until October or November, according to Marsh.
